( / P) — A 
three-w ay program for helping 
the debt-laden farm er to help 
himself took shape today as the 
legislative remedy which farm 
organizations will ask this con­ 
gress to apply . 
Agreem ent has not y et been 
reached on all details but the 
general outlines of the plan are 
clear. It aims to adjust the 
farm er’s m ortgage debt on the 
basis of “capacity to pay ,” lower 
his interest rates and extend his 
credit. 
The program is being worked 
out with the occasional advice of 
members of congress and the co­ 
operation of Henry M orgenthau, 
Jr., adviser of President-elect 
Roosevelt on agricultural m at­ 
ters. 
Farm organization leaders un­ 
derstand the bills which com­ 
prise their completed plan will 
have the backing of the presi­ 
dent-elect. 
Sim ilar 
support—th a t 
is, 
a 
favorable disposition to agree­ 
m ents arrived a t by organized 
agricultural groups — has been 
given by Mr. Roosevelt to the 
“domestic 
allotm ent” 
plan 
of 
boosting 
the 
farm er’s 
prices 
which obtained the backing of 
the American farm bureau fed­ 
eration, National G range 
and 
Farm ers Union, was passed by 
the house and today is before the 
senate agriculture committee. 
Indications are th a t the debt 
relief bills, expected early this 
week, will be delay ed somewhat 
to perm it the adjustm nt of de­ 
tails. 
Some difficulty has been en­ 
countered in fram ing in legisla­ 
tive form one of the most im ­ 
portant proposals of all. T hat is 
a plan for the establishm ent of 
conciliation boards to study each 
individual m ortgage case and 
seek an adjustm ent which would 
enable the farm er to work out of 
his difficulties. 
A nother provision involves the 
m erging of the joint stock land 
banks with the 
federal 
land 
banks, under this plan, funds 
would be provided by the gov­ 
ernm ent to increase 
the 
re­ 
sources of the banks w ith a view 
to 
greater leniency 
on 
farm 
mortgagors. 
A third proposal is for legisla­ 
tion to enable the owner of a 
m ortgage farm who is delin­ 
quent, 
for 
example, 
$6 00 
in 
m ortgage installm ents and $6 00 
in taxes, to increase his m ortgage 
debt by $1,200, pay ing it off over 
a period of y ears. 
Every effort will be made by 
the farm organizations and their 
friends in congress to get at least 
a part of this program enacted 
at the present session so 
t h a t 
some aid m ay be afforded the 
farm er facing spring m ortgage 
pay m ents with no money to 
meet them .

o f the greatest acquisitio ns o f bio lo gy during the 
19 th century is the disco very that plants and 
animals are built up o f cells.” 
Since the day s o f Schleiden and Schwann, the 
cell has been studied intensiv ely , and many o f 
its pro perties are kno wn to us. But Enco mpassed 
within the cell there still remain many my ster­ 
ies o f disease, and the entire secret o f life and 
death.

It is the child labo r amend­ 
ment, pro hibiting tho se under 18 
y ears o f age fro m ho lding jo bs, 
and,

amendment no w so near ratifica­ 
tio n by the necessary 36 states, 
just didn’t make pro gress. 
Appro ved by the ho use April 
26, 1924, and by the senate J une 
2 o f that y ear, the amendment 
was pro mptly submitted to the 
states by the state department. 
Its spo nso rs fo ndly ho ped it 
wo uld fo llo w the 18 th and 19 th 
amendments into the co nstitu­ 
tio n. 
Instead, it was rejected o ffi­ 
cially by many states, no t acted 
o n by almo st as many mo re, rat­ 
ified by a handful and then ap­ 
parently go t lo st. At least, co n­ 
gressio nal clerks who keep up 
with such things say : 
“ It’s flo ating aro und so me­ 
where, but we can’t tell where!” 
Inasmuch as it had no re­ 
quirement that it be ratified by 
three-fo urths o f the states with­ 
in a specified time, it still has a 
chance o f being written into the 
basic law o f the land. 
But to reach this go al many 
states wo uld have to rescind 
their previo us disappro val be­ 
cause mo re than eno ugh already 
hav e rejected the amendment 
to kill it o ff definitely . 
In co ntrast with the reco rd o f 
the lame-duck amendment—so - 
called because it abo lishes ses­ 
sio ns o f co ngress in which de­ 
feated members can sit—which 


was su bmitted to the states last 
March, here is the last check-u p 
by sen ate clerks o n the statu s o f 
the child labo r amen dmen t:
